“In Canada eight cities and munici¬ 
palities have so far passed zoning by¬ 
laws. and many others have by-laws 
relating to uses, heights and arva. 
Great Britain has 650 local authori¬ 
ties who have either adopted or are 
now considering similar legislation. 
In Victoria we expect to have a com¬ 
plete sonlng by-law ready In the near 
future. It will deal with the uses 
sanctioned In the various localities; 
the height to which various types of 
buildings may be erected; and the 
amount of open space required In 
each district. 

“The uniformity of residential 
streets will be maintained by requir¬ 
ing all new houses to set back to the
